At least he said so 
during a meeting in Chicago last 
week of 50 Protestant ministers 
and labor leaders. The meeting 
was a part of the social service 
program of the Church Federation 
of Greater Chicago. 


During a question and answer 


period, one' of the ministers re- 
marked that 
labor leaders

dictatorial. 


Bespectacled Wadsworth broke in 
saying: 


"I'm a Methodist. 
I have 


never found a more dictatorial 
minister than the one we now 
have." 
On his return to Dixon over the 


weekend, Mr. 
Wadsworth 
was 


asked by The Telegraph whether 
he was referring to Rev. Nesmith. 
He admitted that he was. 
When 


asked 
why he 
thought 
Rev. 


Nesmith was dictatorial, Wads- 
worth said: 


"Well, on several occasions Rev. 


Nesmith has gone ahead and done 
things without the consent or 
advice of his congregation, which 
I believe should have been taken 
up with them. Of course, 
his 


actions proved beneficial to the 
church in the long run, and per- 
haps it Is just as well that he did 
act in a dictatorial manner." 
"Mr. Wadsworth told the Tele- 
graph that he didn't see anything 
"particularly newsworthy" in ths 
fact that he referred to his pastor 
as a dictator. He stated that a 
remark made by a minister during 
the Chicago discussion provoked 
nim. into drawing a comparison of 
dictatorship in the ranks of the 
clergy with those in the labor 
movement.

Boston — Big-time 
gamblin 


takes up to $21,500,000,000 a yea 
out of American pockets, a grou 
of Bostonians reported today afte 
a nationwide investigation. 


The citizens committee of Mas 


sachusetts, Inc., whose letterhea< 
bears some of Boston's best names 
said in a 46-page report that th 
figure does not even include the 
proceeds of such forms of gam 
bling as lotteries, raffles and car 
nival games. 


The report, made to implemen 


the committee's opposition to or 
ganized gambling, said Americans 
apparently spend more on wager 
ing than on housing, recreation 
medical care, religion, education or 
scientific research. 


It charged that big-time gam 


bling is controlled and operated in 
business-like fashion by organized 
syndicates which ultimately have 
"a corrupting influence on good 
government and the welfare of the 
community in general." 


Its investigators estimated that 


from $6,800,000,000 to $21,500,000- 
000 is spent each year on horse and 
dog race betting, sports pools 
numbers pools and slot machines 
the committee reported. 


"A notorious criminal syndicate, 


through its headquarters in Chi- 
cago and agencies in various met- 
ropolitan areas, is a dominant fac- 
tor in off-the-track horse race bet- 
ting and has been credited with in- 
terest in sports pools activities on 
a nation-wide basis," the report 
added.

Charles Ross, presidential press 
secretary, said "I can't answer 
anything at the moment." 


He said Mr. Truman had noth- 


ing to add to what he has already 
said about the coal situation. The 
president has repeatedly said he 
would step in if the situation re- 
quired action from him. 


It was learned the White House 


is getting reports on the response 
of the miners to week-end hints 
that presidential action could be 
expected unless they got back to 
the three-day week ordered by 
John L. Lewis, their union leader.

Changes Plea 
After Confab

Judge Dixon Takes

The trial of Mrs. Mary Ann

not guilty plea, pleaded guilty, and 
asked for probation. 


The guilty plea was entered In 


connection with the death of Mary 
Powers Aug. 13. Mrs. Bohn faced 
three indictments charging reck- 
less homicide as a result of thre« 
fatalities springing from the same 
accident on Travis curve. 


No further action will be taken 


on the other two indictments, ac- 
cording to State's Attorney Morey 
C. Pires. Both will be nolle pressed 
—literally dismissed. 


Mrs. Bohn will face Circuit 


Judge George C. Dixon at 10 
o'clock tomorrow morning. Judge 
Dixon ostensibly will allow proba- 
tion and fix the terms. 


The agreement to change th« 


plea came as a surprise to all con- 
nected with the case. The agree- 
ment provided that Mrs. Bohn 
would be placed on probation, part 
of the legal maneuvering to obtain 
a conviction and to save the ex- 
pense of a drawn-out jury trial.

Dr. Harold M. Camp of Mon- 


mouth. 111., editor of the Journal, 
emphasizes the importance of the 
observations by pointing out the 
importance of rapid reading abil- 
ity m today's world. In childhood, 
educational advancement depends 
m large measure on ability to read, 
while the adult who would keep up 
with the world through newspapers 
and magazines and books is hope- 
lessly behind the times if he can- 
not read adequately, he noted.

Make Good Examination* 


To find a way to correct the 


child's difficulty, Dr. Park wrote, 
the physician must make a thoi- 
ough examination and appiaisaJ 
of the whole child and his problem 
from every viewpoint, physical, 
emotional and pedagogic. 


A bad psychological situaation 


often develops in poor readers, Ur. 
Park lound. They feel inferior and 
reject ^ven simple tasks, withdraw 
from social contacts and may be- 
come day dreamers. 
Sometimes 


they resent any attempt to help 
them. 


At least 10 per cent of the chil- 


dren nad difficulty in breathing, 
due to nasal allergies, injuries or 
infection. Because of this they got 
insufficient oxygen, the first sign 
of which is mental inefficiency. 
Sleep is also disturbed and thus 
the inefficiency is rendered more 
acute. 


Hearing loss was found in 23 per 


cent, while enlarged tonsils and 
adenoids occurred in nine per cent 
and 14 per cent had had abscessed 


ears. 
Hearing is so Important in 


learning that tests should be made 
in every case, Dr. Park touna 
Children who do not underbtanU 
clearly fail to learn properly. Nine 
per cent were late in learning to 
talk and many unstable children 
suffer a block when asked to read. 


Though poor eyesight is otten 


considered the main reason 
tor 


reading 
difficulty, 
glasses were 


needed in only 19 per cent. Dr. 
Park reported, and twice as many 
cases of farsightedness were found 
as of nearsightedness. Neverthe- 
less, other tye troubles were fre-, 
quent. 
One m four patients, for 


instance, showed a tendency lor 
the eyes to turn out at near dis- 
tances. 


Common Ailment* 


Among the more common phys- 


ical conditions found: Disturbed 
nutrition, such as overweight, iden- 
tified m about one in five children; 
disturbance 
of endocrine gland 


functions, particularly the thyroid, 
found underactive in 27 per cent; 
disturbed reflexes, sluggish in 15 
per cent' and exaggerated in 11 
per cent, while six per cent had 
jerks, twitching or other indica-

Dirksen said it looks as if our

"This costly cooperative venture 


has reaped a strange harvest of 
growing cartels, more national- 
ism, exchange instability, two-way 
trade agreements which are at 
variance with our ideas of free 
international trade." 


Dirksen said the time has come 


for the republican party "to meet 
this challenge with lures, without 
appeasement and without fumb- 


ling. This time we are playing for 
keeps.

It Can't Happen Here? No? Read On 


One of the principal reasons this country is where it is 


today on the road to the left, the road away from constitu- 
tional government and freedom of enterprise, is that tn* 
people who have the most at stake aren't enough interested 
to go to the polls and vote their convictions. The conse- 
quence of this indifference, or whatever you want to call it, is 
that election after election has been won, or lost whichever 
you prefer, by default. 
Here's the voting record for the last five presidential 


elections as compiled by American Elections. In 1932 only 
56% of the qualified voters voted; in 1936 only 63% voted; 
in 1940 only 66% voted; hi 1944 only 57% voted and in 1948 
only 51% voted. 
The magazine, "Here In Ohio," was appalled, as I am 


and as you undoubtedly will be, at this voting record and de- 
cided to make a survey to see what it could find out. 


Summit county, Ohio, which includes Akron, was select- 


ed for the survey and because of the magnitude of the job 
certain middle class groups were chosen to be checked. These 
groups were automobile dealers, chamber of commerce mem- 
bers, clergymen, independent grocers, doctors, members of 
Rotary and Kiwanis clubs, independent druggists and school 
teachers. 


The magazine stated that "It was decided to make a test 


of the voting records of some middle class groups in Akron 
and Summit county because this metropolitan Ohio city has 
a very active C.I.O. Political Action Committee; it has a very 
active and smooth running Republican organization and a 
Democratic organization split by a factional feud. Combined, 
all these factors seemed to indicate a higher degree of politi- 
eal interest than in any other city in the state." 


The survey was made following the 1948 presidential 


election aud the checking was done by taking the name of 
each of the individuals who make up the selected groups and 
checking th°se names against the official records of the Sum- 
mit county board of elections. These records do not show how 
anyone vote<*. but they do list the names of everyone who did 
vote. In some instances the same individual was a member 
of more than one of the groups being checked and in these 
cases he was checked only once and credited to the group in 
which his greatest interest lay. 


For example, when the same person was both an auto- 


mobile dealer and a Rotarian he was included in the survey 
only as an automobile dealer on the assumption that he was 
more Interested hi the business from which he makes his liv- 
ing than he is in his membership in Rotary, or in any club 
for that matter."

Automobile dealers—62V£% voted—21% not registered.

Commerce members—75.43% voted— 


19.35% not registered. 


Clergymen—67.35% voted—271/2% not registered.

Doctors—79.42% voted—15.82% not registered. 
Rotary and Kiwanis members—85.9% voted—9.96% not 


registered. 


Independent druggists—72.33% voted—23.53% not reg- 


istered. 


School teachers—87.49% voted—6.10 % not registered.

By HAL BOVLE 


New York—(AP)—Would you 


like to be a top comedy writer and 
make $1.000 or more a week? 


It is very simple. AH you have 


to do is think up jokes- funny 
jokes, by the hundreds. 


However, jokes are much like 


people. They are very perishable. 


"Strangers are always mailing 


me a joke and asking me to pay 
them if I use it." 
.said 
Edgar 


Bergen, the 
radio ventriloquist. 


"Usually the joke is old. But 
even if it were new—who wants 
to buy jokes one at a time?" 


His famous wooden-head dum- 


mies — Charlie McCarthy 
and 


Mortimer Snerd — burn up jokes 
like they were giveaway matches. 
And Bergen gave this insight into 
the tense problem of getting ha-ha 
material for a half-hour program: 


"I work with three writers 


First we agree 
on a 
comedy 


situation. 
Then 
we 
write 
as 


many jokes around it as we can 
Usually we get between 700 and 
800. 


Pruning: Process 


"We trim these down to 300. 


then we go on pruning until we 
end up with the 80 or 90 jokes 
w* actually will 
use on 
the 


program." 


For 12 years Bergen has dealt 


with thia problem 
of creating 


three laughs for every minute he 
is on the air. Oddly enough, he 
retains a sense of humor about it. 


Originally, he wrote all his own 


material. 
But in time he—like 


Jack Benny, Bob Hope, Milton 
Berle *n4 other popular comedians 
—-had to holler for help. 


Unlike some laugh merchants 


Bergen has a vast and vocal 
respect for his writers. 


"A guy who can write comedy 


has a real future today," he said. 
"And there is no unemployment 
problem. 
There are no $2,000 a 


week 
comedy 
writers 
sitting 


around waiting for a call. 
They 


are all working1." 


He means those who can keep 


steadily shucking fresh jokes week 
after week and month after month 
and year after year. 


'It's the writer who makes a 


program classy or trashy," he 
said. "He sparks it. It all begins 
with him. The comedian's art lies 
In editing the material." 


Bergen himself looked a little 


hollow-eyed as he sipped his 11:15 
a. m. breakfast coffee. 


"I worked from midnight until 


3:30 this morning editing the jokes 
we wrote yesterday," he sighed. 
All this time McCarthy and Snerd 
doaed soundly in a trunk. 


A Wearing Job 


The joke industry 
Is 
equally 


wearing on comedian and writer. 


"It's 
important 
to 
change 


writers," said Bergen. "You get 
tired of each other—and you find 
you are going down the same 
channel too often." 


He estimates he has 
been 


assisted by some 20 writers in 
his career. 


"There is no question of the 


need for more comedy writers," 
he said. 
"It can never be an 


overcrowded profession. 


"Writers can't be manufactured, 


but they can be developed like any 
other 
talent. I 
have 
always 


thought that colleges could teach 
two things that they don't teach 
now—how to have a successful 
marriage and how to be comical 
on purpose. And they should have 
a post-graduate course in how 
to be very comical." 


Bergen himself is always scout- 


ing for fresh talent. Where does 
he find it? 


"Well, once I went to an employ- 


ment agency in Los Angeles. 
I 


asked for two-page sample scripts. 
I got BO. Only three of them were 
any good. 
I hired two of the 


people. 


"One was a young girl named 


Dorothy Kingsley. She started at 
$40 a week. In a year she was
